The terrific wind and rain storm 
Saturday afternoon did considerable 
damage to property throughout vari- 
oua sections of Mason county and in 
some parts developed Into hall atorm 
which did much damage to growing 
crops and especially big tobacco. Hill 
land which wag planted in tobacco was 
badly washed and corn was laid to the 
ground in many places. 

Probably the most serious damage 
was done in the Hill City Pike section 
where a splendid home on the farm of 
Judge W. H. Rice was bruned to the 
ground. The house was oeeupted by 
Mr. Harvey Rice, son of the owner, and 
practically all of their household 
goods were destroyed in the fire A 
piano and some of the furniture was 
carried from the parlor and saved but 
the balaaeo of the pr)>perty was de- 
stroyed. 

In the Washington neighborhood a 
large stack of wheat on the farm of 
Mr. ,fohn Cochran wu struck by light- 
ning ami burned entirely to th* ground 

:i very great loss. 

In the Lewlsbnrg neighborhood Mr. 
Bd. Nesbltt tost a valuable cow which 
was struck by lightning, and Mr. Bm- 
RRt Steers lost a valuable horse killed 
in the same manner. At Shannon a 
crib ou the farm of Mr Ike Mason was 
badly damaged by wind and a silo on 
the farm of Mrs Ceorge Oibson was 
blown down. Mr. Ell Frame's barn in 
the lieotorvllle nelghborfaood, was 
damaged by the high wind and a barn 
belonging to Mrs. Betty Carr In the 
Orangeburg neighborhood waa also 
damaged A barn on Mr. John Rings 
farm in iho Hull Creek section was 
stnick liy lightning and burned while 
two others were damaged by the wind 
.Mr. Roger Lyons, of RectorvlUe, lost 
two valuable horses killed by llghtU' 
ntng and in the Oermantows neighbor< 
hood the losses are heavy. 

The hail waa damaging only In sec 
tions and most of the tobacco will 
more than likely grow out. The tele- 
phono system was put out of commis- 
sion and many trees were blown down 
Representatives of the Mason Coun- 
ty Mutual Instirance Company, which 
has many losses throughout the conn 
ty. will inspect the losses today and 
tomorrow after which a complete tab- 
ulation of the damage can be given

neighborhood, was one of the heaviest 
losers in this section. A large barn on 
Mr. Helton's farm wss struck by light- 
ning snd burned to the ground with 
eii Mr. Holton had Jiut finished re- 
large amount of hay and wheat with 
all his farming implements were burn- 
ed.

Xan >Vli(i Confessed That He SI«W His 

Own >\1fe Is Taken From WM 

Tlrgliila Ml aid Hui«4 
FiMiTneByXoh. 

Charleaton. W. Va.. July 9fe. — Wil- 
liam Bennett, Jr., of Fayettevllle, who 
confessed last Thursday that he had 
murdered his v;ite on June 17, and ' 
who was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment In the State Penitentiary, was 
taken from the Fayette county Jail in 
that city by masked men at 2 o'clock 
this morning, carried alhtnt three 
miles into the country and hanged. 

The lynching party, consisting ot 
more than 75 persons, went to Fayette- 
vllle in automobiles shortly after mid- \ 
night, l.S or L'O automobiles being used. 
Tlie crowd was silent as it awaited the 
delivery ot young Bennett from the 

Four men went to th« jail and told 
the Jailer. Charles Huddleston. that he 
was wanted immediately at the Sher- 
iff's oflice. WItlKiUt suspecting what 
was wanted lie locked the jail and has- 
tened ro the Sheriff's olhce. 

Upon reaching the courthouse he 
was met by four masked men, who 
"covered" him with revolvers, took 
htm into the courthotise corridor, dis- 
armed him and took away his keys to 
the jail. Three of the four then guard- 
ed him, while the other took the keys 
and entered the jail. 

Little time was iiasseil in Ihe jail, 
and the one man soon appeared with 
Bennett. He was placed in an auto- 
mobile and the procession hastened 
Into the country. 

Plans for the banging had been pre- 
pared in advance. Young Bennett was 
hanged from a scantling in an oak 
tree. 

Mrs. Delia I'ettett. the young wife 
of Bennett, and a daughter of J. Al- 
fred Taylor, was murdered, according 
to the confession ot her husband, on 
the afternoon of June 17 in their home, 
about two miles from Fayettevllle. 
Bennett was a son of Judge William 
Bennett, of Fayettevllle. *

Washington, July 24. — Determina- 
tion to do away with the system of 

uillllary injustice which was practiced 
with the consent of the Wilson admin- 
istration upon the American soldiers 
will) parllcipated in the war is n\- 
pressed by the House Select I'oinrnit- 
tee on Expenditures In the War De- 
partment 

Representative Royal Johnson, 
chairman of the subclmmlttee which 

iiiade the reiiuil. scrvod .ts ;i major in 
France. He and liis Ucpuhlican col- 
league, Oscar E. Uland, of Indiana, 
ri'<;onimeii(l that the existing articles 
of war be so changed as to require: 

That charges shall not be preferred 
except under oath. 

That before the accused Is held fci 
general couri-marllal there shall he a 
thorough and exijcdltlous prelimiiuny 
examination to determine whelhei- i i 
not there Is a prima facie case again i 
him. 

That he be promptly released from 
arrest or conflnement if charges have 
not tieen preferred and the preliminary 
examination made within a spectfled 
reasonable time. 

'I'hat Hic accused shall have the as- 
i;tani-e of counsel from the lime of 
hh an-csl until llie linal result of th(^ 
liroceedlngs of his case. 

That the proceedings of the court 
martial be regulated by law rather 
than by the ungulded Judgment of the 
oflloeri ;who compose the court and 
that the rules of evidence ordinarily 
applicable in criminal cases be ap- 
plicable to court martial proceedings 

Tlial lln ri' shall bi' a review inde- 
liendent of niilittury command to dc 
termine the legal correctness of all 
general court martial proceedings 

"It is obvious," saye the report, "that 
the existing system is archaic and was 
designed for an army not composed of 
citizen soldiers armed in defense of thf 
State, and it is e(iually obvious iliai 
the ailiuiuistralioii of the I'xistin.i; sys 
tern has been without sympathy for the 
unprofessional citizen soldier subject 
to its discipline. The private when ar- 
rested was immediately burdened with 
the presumption that a prisoner was a 
skulker, ami no sympathy was shown 
him and no adequate opportunity 



given that his side of the case might 
receive the consideration the odrlnary 
dietates of luatloe and humanity de- 
mand. 

"TUa laek of aympatliy is reflected 
tbronghont army, fbr Instance in 
the general order in the American V\\ 

peditlonary Forces that no private 
should associate with an army or Red 
(Jross nurse. A system of discipline 
that breaks the spirit of the men. that 
destroys their self-respect and the re- 
spect they have for the organisation 
10 which they belong, cannot be oon- 
duolve to good morals or enhance the 
fighting qualities of the unit and any 
system of rules or orders promulgate<l 
In regulate the conduct of private sol- 
diers in any army such as the riiilcd 
States had in the World War, which 
destroys the self-respect of the siddier 
or constantly reminds him of his in- 
feriority or deprives him of prlvHege-. 
whto hhe clearly should enjoy, mui^t 
necessarily be conducive to the de- 
struction or morale and must cantr 
deep hatred In the heart of the victim 
lor the system of iiiilitari.uii lliat alone 
can fcsli ]■ surh unjust, unfair and iii- 
cxc'u.sable regulations and methods. 

"The whole court martial power be- 
ing an Incident of command, exercis- 
able or not, as the commanding officer 
sees fit. Ihe result has been to make It 
easy to court martial enlisted men and 
very dillicult to court martial ollicers 
Olltcers are loalh lo sliijnialize their 
fellow ollicers hy court martial, hut 
there is no such zealous regard for 
the enlisted men. Under the code a 
man may languish indefinitely In pri- 
son without a hearing or trial. The 
The accused enlisted man is not v\\ <'n 
that assistance of counsel which a fair 
trial recjuires and wliich can rca--on- 
ably he prox ided in Ilie army under all 
conditions."
